Maria Bau-Coote is a town 
councillor, but it's her hat as 
executive director of the local 
family health team that she wears 
at meetings of a community 
committee that has been charged 
with looking at options for the 
future of the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Hospital.

A group of brave men 
and women will take a 
plunge into the Niagara 
River on Boxing Day as part 
of the annual Penguin Dip at 
Balls Beach. 

The swimmers may have 
a bit of a break this year, as 
temperatures have been 
warmer than in the past, but 
long-time swimmer Lome 
Bjorgan said the water 
should be around 32 
degrees. 

Lome said that he first 
participated in the Penguin 
Dip for fun. 

“It was a tradition we 


started back in the ‘70s. We 
had the idea of the Polar 
Bear Club, who go in once. 
We wanted to outdo them, 
so we enter the water three 
times,” he said. 

The first time they stay in 
for about 20 seconds, the 
second for 25 to 30 seconds 
and the third time he 
described as slow and pain- 
fill, where they slowly walk 
in backwards. 

“It’s a bit of a shock when 
you first get in even if you’ve 
done it before and you know 
what to expect," he said. 

“By your third time in the 
water feels burning hot, like 
it’s boiling.” 

The event has grown over 
the years to include about 30 
people, though organizer 
Chris Bjorgan said they 
won’t know the exact num¬ 
ber until the actual day of 
the event. 

The first year it was just a 
handful of guys and it has 


grown from there to be an 
annual tradition. 

The swim takes place 
where the Niagara River 
meets Lake Ontario. 

Lome has been partici¬ 
pating in the swim since the 
beginning, missing only 
three years. 

"It’s a really fun thing to 
be a part of," he said. 

Chris said they see new 
people each year, and that 
people have to participate 
for three years before they 
become penguins. 

Each year, the numbers 
have been increasing and 
this year may follow the 
trend due to the weather. 

“There have been some 
years where we’ve had to cut 
holes in the ice to get into 
the water. This year looks 
like it’s going to be good,” 
said Chris. 

The group will meet at 
12:30 p.m., and enter the 
water at 1 p.m.

This committee is com¬ 
munity-driven, says Bau- 
Coote, and has a slightly 
different make-up. 

They are looking at two 
areas—the future delivery of 
community health-care ser¬ 
vices, as well as the fate of 
NOTL’s current hospital site. 

Their intention is to be 
proactive, should the prov¬ 
ince formalize an intention 
to close the doors of the 
local hospital, as recom¬ 
mended by Dr. Smith in his 

March has been set as a 
goal by which to complete a 
draft business plan, tied to 
the opening of the new hos¬ 
pital as a possible time at 
which the ministry could 
announce its plans for the 
NOTLsite. 

But, Bau-Coote says, they 
have no information on 
which to base that—they 
just needed an end-date as 
a goal and that seemed a 
likely time to expect some 
news from the province. 

Also on the committee 
are Lord Mayor Dave Eke, 
Councillor Terry Flynn, and 
Doctors David Reimer, Karen 
Berti, Buki Jimoh and Andrew 
Smith, all members of the 
health team,. Brenda Jones, 
president of the NOIL Hos¬ 
pital Foundation, and Moyra 
McEachem, president of the 
NOTL Hospital Auxiliary, also 
sit on the committee. 

Their very early discus¬ 
sions about the future of the 
NOTL site have included 
whether there are private 
companies or public agen¬ 
cies that could offer long 
term or respite care, and 
whether the community 
could or should continue to 
offer diagnostic services, 


laboratory, X-ray and ultra¬ 
sound departments—ser¬ 
vices that all residents could 
benefit from, not just those 
who are patients of the local 
family health team doctors 
who have offices in town. 

"We are looking at what 
makes sense for our com¬ 
munity—there is lots that 
would be nice to have, but 
what do we really need," say 
Bau-Coote. 

The Niagara Health 
System and the LHIN (Local 
Health Integration Network! 
are supplying much-needed 
information and are 
onboard with the goals of 
the committee, she says. 

For example, the com¬ 
mittee knows now that if the 
NHS sells the building, it 
will be at fair market value, 
which is important infor¬ 
mation to have if the site is 
going to continue in use— 
that and the fact that it costs 
about $500,000 a year to 
operate the building, with¬ 


out adding the cost of any of 
the services that are pro¬ 
vided. 

"We want to make sure 
where we're coming from is 
in line with the LHIN and 
the NSH. We're trying to do 
this right. It's one thing to 
have pie in the sky ideas, 
and they may be that at this 
point, but we also need to 
know what kind of finances 
we'll need and whether 
there's interest from the pri- 

Once they have the infor¬ 
mation they need, they 
hope to develop a business 
plan that will be ready if 
and when there is a date set 
to close the hospital doors. 

"We're not going to wait 
for a decision and then see 
a 'for sale' sign go up on the 

They also want to be 
ready with some ideas for a 
future location of the doc¬ 
tors who now have offices in 
the basement of the hospi¬ 


tal—they are not planning 
on moving away. 

"It's really important for 
people to understand none 
of the doctors are leaving 
the area. Nobody has to fear 
that their doctors are going. 
Everyone is committed to 
staying in the community." 

Whether that means 
under one roof at a central 
location, or whether, if the 
hospital building continues 
to offer some form of health 
care, the doctors can stay 
where they are, has yet to be 
determined. 

"We don't know where 
they're going. We do know 
there is a lot of interest for 
more specialists as part of 
the family health team, for 
other allied health services 
who want to be part of the 
family health team. That's 
very positive, and there's no 
doubt that over the next 
five, 10 or 15 years it's going 
to grow, but we have to wait 
to see what makes sense."

If it turns out the answer 
is to have everyone who is 
part of the family health 
team under one roof, that 
won't happen without plan¬ 
ning for those who will need 
transportation, she says. 

"There are lots of deci¬ 
sions to make before we get

Coote 

"We want to be the com¬ 
munity that others will look 
to and say, 'see what NOTL 
has accomplished,' what 
others will point to as a 
model for their communi- 
ty.”

It's a different world from 
when my kids went to school 
in NOTL—Laura Secord, 
now closed, St. Davids, 
expanded and looking fresh 
and new, and Niagara 
District, empty of teenagers 
and looking forlorn, if not 
exactly deserted. 

I have always loved the 
small-town feel of our com¬ 


munity schools, the sense of 
being welcomed into a fam¬ 
ily. I felt fortunate that my 
kids had an opportunity to 
attend school in such a cozy, 
comfortable environment, 
and I still feel that warmth 
and hospitality when I enter 
one of our schools. 

Some things have 
changed, of course. Any visi¬ 
tor, whether parent or out¬ 
sider, must buzz to be admit¬ 
ted, and must sign in. I hear 
some parents weren't happy 
when that particular safe 
schools policy was imple¬ 
mented. I bet they are now. 

It can't be an easy time to 
be a teacher. 

I am not going to weigh in 
on the labour dispute. 
Teachers want more mon¬ 
ey—teachers are giving up 
money. It's about greedy 
unions, it's about a premier 


making an example of greedy 
unions. I don't know who's 
right. I do think, here in our 
community, teachers would 
rather be at school with their 
kids than not, would rather

Just recently, a dear 
friend was rushed to the 
hospital for emergency sur¬ 
gery after suffering a heart 
attack. He is blessed to have 
made it this far. I was with 
the family when the doctor 
came out after surgery to 
report his status. 

I looked at her in awe as 
she explained what was 
found, what was done and 
how she did it. This doctor 
literally had my friend’s 
heart and life in her hands. 
Wltile she was talking, and 
creatively describing the 
surgery (“an artery this way, 
taking another and bring¬ 
ing it over the top instead of 
going across”), I couldn't 
help but remember my son 
fighting with a jumbled 
string of lights on our 


Christmas tree the night 
before. Only she seemed a 
lot less stressed than we did 
with the Christmas lights. 
Remarkable. 

Referred to as the place 
where the real you exists, 
the word heart is used many 
times in scripture. Our core. 
Our centre. 

Here are just a few key 
verses of scripture: Guard 
your heart with all diligence, 
for out of it springs every 
issue of life; for where your 
treasure is, there will your 
heart be also; as a man 
thinks in his heart, so is he; 
from the abundance of the 
heart the mouth speaks. 
Even in everyday commu¬ 
nication we refer to the 
heart as more than just a 
life sustaining pump: Don’t 
lose heart; a job was per¬ 
formed half-heartedly; get¬ 


ting to the heart of the mat¬ 
ter; we put walls up around 
our heart; bless their hearts; 
he wears his heart on his 
sleeve, let's have a heart to 
heart discussion, etc.

The 
psalmist writes, “I will run 
the course of Your com¬ 
mandments, when you 
enlarge my heart” Note it 
doesn’t say that we have to 
run the course of His com¬ 
mandments first, then He 
will enlarge our hearts. No, 
it takes His enlarging of our 
hearts first. It’s this that 
gives us the desire and abil¬ 
ity to follow as He leads. 

I just absolutely love this 
verse because it tells me 
that we can’t walk in new¬ 
ness of life unless the Lord 
enlarges our heart.

He believes it's time for his 
community to have an indoor 
swimming pool. 

Miele is a local parent and 
the busy owner of two diners. 

He became an activist 
when he began lobbying vig¬ 
orously to keep Niagara 
District Secondary School 
open, and when that failed, 
ran for the position of school 
board trustee. Although he 
didn't receive enough votes to 
be elected, he did get the most 
votes from Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, and continues in his 
role as an education watch¬ 
dog and as a thorn in the sides 
of board staff and trustees.

"The idea's been floating 
around for a long time," he 
says. "We have a small group

It was more than a decade 
ago when it was revealed that 
both town pools were in rough 
shape—St. Davids needed 
costly repairs, Memorial Park 
needed to be replaced. 

There was talk then about 
replacing those two pools 
with one indoor, but in addi¬ 
tion to the cost concern, there 
was opposition from residents 
who wanted to keep their 
neighbourhood indoor pools 

During early discussions 
about the design of the new 
community centre, the topic 
resurfaced, but the cost was 
determined to be prohibitive. 

Miele isn't convinced the 
town can't afford it, but he 
says all he is trying to do is 
open a debate to see if there is 
support for the idea. 

It concerns him that 
money that could be spent in 
town is going to other munici- 


support their pools, and that 
kids have to leave their com¬ 
munity to swim all but two 
months of the year. 

"I know it's going to cost 
money to build it and to main¬ 
tain it But we could charge 
$300 to $400 to families for a 
yearly membership, and that 
could go toward maintenance 

Miele is pegging the oper¬ 
ating costs at $300,000—and 
communities with popula¬ 
tions not that much larger 
than NOTL manage to afford 
indoor pools, he says. 

Costs are just speculation 
at this point, he adds—"but 
we do know there are a lot of 
people in town who would 
love to use it, and we know 
that it would provide jobs. It 
would provide a safe activity 
for kids, a place for family 
activities, a place that would 
bring families together." 

The community is grow¬ 
ing, there is an increasing 
commercial tax base, and 
maybe an indoor pool is more 
affordable than we think, says 
Miele—and pursuing private 
partnerships would be an 


"Once we have a small 


group of people working on 
this we'll investigate the pos¬ 
sibilities and offer a business 
plan," he said. "We just have 
to get the discussion going." 

Parks and recreation direc¬ 
tor Clive Buist has been part 
of the discussion in the past. 
He maintains the cost of oper¬ 
ation is the biggest hurdle for 
a small municipality. 

A rough estimate would be 
an annual deficit of at least 


$300,000, said Buist—and 
that's on the low side. There 
are many factors that would 
have to be considered, chiefly 
the size and design of the 
pool, how many people would 
use it and how much they 
would be 

charged, before providing an 
accurate figure. 

"It's difficult to justify the 
operation costs, which are 
extremely high," he said. 


Although there are other 
municipalities with small 
populations that manage, 
they draw people from sur¬ 
rounding communities. 

"No one will come into our 
area—that just isn't going to 
happen. Our surrounding 
communities have their own 
pools. We would only have 
our own population, and 
that's not enough to justify 
such a huge expense."

A Niagara-on-the-Lake 
businessman and two re¬ 
gional councillors are in the 
running to become the next 
Progressive Conservative 
candidate for the Niagara 
Falls, Niagara-on-the-Lake 
and Fort Erie riding. 

Niagara Falls regional 
councillors Bart Maves and 
Barbara Greenwood, and 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Golf 
Club owner John Mens are 
vying for the nomination. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
farmer and businessman 
George Lepp, who was the 
riding’s unsuccessful PC 
candidate against Liberal 
Kim Craitor during the 2011 
provincial election, also 
filed nomination papers, 
but then announced he was 
withdrawing and is instead 
supporting Maves, who was 
a Niagara Falls MPP from 
1995 to 2003. 

The PC riding associa¬ 
tion has scheduled a Jan. 23 
nomination meeting at the 
Americana Hotel, where the 
winner will be declared. 

Barbara Greenwood is 
no stranger to politics. Now 
mid-way through her sec¬ 
ond term on regional coun¬ 
cil, she has worked behind 
the scenes on campaigns for 
Maves, who was an MPP in 
Niagara for two terms, and 
spent three years, from 2000 
to 2003, working for him. 

She set up Rob Nichol¬ 
son’s campaign office when 
he ran in this riding in the 
federal election, than ran his 
office once he was elected, 
until 2006, when she decid¬ 
ed it was time to make the 
move to an elected role and 
ran for regional council. 

She says it’s partly her 
role as regional council¬ 
lor, co-chairing the pub¬ 
lic health committee, that 
has motivated her to try to 
make a move to provincial 
politics. 

Tve had an opportunity 
to really see what’s happen¬ 


ing in the Niagara Region," 
she says. 

‘I know we need to make 
the provincial government 
more aware of our needs 
here in Niagara." 

She says she sees first 
hand how difficult it can be 
for people in the region, as 
the result of small business 

and the resulting job losses. 

“We’ve had a 47 per cent 
increase in the past two 
years in the need for social 
services. It’s creeping up on 
us. And the province has cut 
back on the start-up for so¬ 
cial assistance,” she said. 

“And we have a lot of 
working poor, families 
where both parents are 
working but not making 
enough to bring them up 
above the poverty line.” 

That has to change, she 
says. “I know I can make a 
difference." 

Through her church, she 
helps deliver food weekly to 
Project Share, so she sees 
how necessary that help is 
to many families. 

“I believe I’m up for the 
job,” she says. 

“I feel I’m capable of 
looking after the Niagara 
area. I want to see us pros¬ 
per again. I want to see us 
moving forward again. It’s 
all about working together. 
If we speak with one voice 
the province is going to lis¬ 
ten." 

The life-long Niagara 
Falls resident has earned a 
reputation in her commu¬ 
nity for volunteerism, espe¬ 
cially with the Boys and Girls 
Club of Niagara Foundation, 
as the vice-president and 
fund development chair¬ 



person. She has earned the 
Boys and Girls Club of Ni¬ 
agara Volunteer of the Year 
award four times: from 2006 
to 2009; and is a member 
of the Niagara Falls Rotary 
Club and a recipient of the 
Paul Harris Award 2006. 

Greenwood has been a 
volunteer with the Air Ca¬ 
dets and the Red Cross for 
10 years. 

Maves is midway through 
his first term on regional 
council. He became MPP 
for the Niagara riding in 
1995, was defeated by Lib¬ 
eral Kim Craitor in 2003 and 
currently owns and oper¬ 
ates Sterlingbridge Market¬ 
ing and Communications. 

He compares the Niagara 
of today to the riding he took 
following the defeat of the 
Bob Rae NDP government 
in 1995—Niagara has been 
devastated in the past eight 
years, he says. There is high 
unemployment, the num¬ 
ber of people on welfare 
continues to grow, there is a 
huge deficit—the provincial

matter" said Maves. 

“I’m so disappointed 
in the state of the province 
and the local economy, and 
I think I can do something 
about it. I feel with my expe¬ 
rience I can help find solu¬ 
tions. That’s why I’m throw¬ 
ing my hat in the ring.” 

He points to Greenwood 
and Mens as strong op¬ 
ponents, but says, “Mien I 
made my decision, it wasn’t 
based on who else is run¬ 
ning. The time is right for 
me and I feel I’m the best 
person for the job. I know 
where to go and how to get 
things done. There is no 
learning curve for me." 

He has been a supporter 
of the Niagara Falls Boys 
and Girls Club for many 
years and is a past member 
of its board of directors. He 
spent many years coach¬ 
ing high school basketball, 
minor league baseball and 
hockey. He also volunteers 
for several community 
groups. 

John Mens is known 
locally as the consumate

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The Boys Club donates 1,100 pounds to help Newark Neighbours

As Newark Neighbours 
fills boxes this week to feed 
the needy over the holidays, 
they have 1,100 pounds of 
food donated by a group of 
boys to help them in their 
task. 

The Boys Club, which 
meets at Bethany Mennonlte 
Church, is for boys from 
Grades 1 to 6, the majority 
of them from the communi¬ 
ty, not the church congrega¬ 
tion. 

It's a club that has a his¬ 
tory in the community, says 
volunteer organizer Allen 
Warkentine—after a break 
of a few years, it started up 
again seven years ago, and 
peaked at 65 members. 

It's still strong at 36 boys, 
and it continues an annual 
tradition of a food drive at 
Christmas for Newark, aver¬ 
aging about 1,000 pounds of 
food a year. 

Parents are asked not to 
empty their cupboards—the 
boys are encouraged to do 
some chores at home so that 
they feel they are helping 
out themselves, earning the 
food and putting forth some 
personal effort to add to the 


collection, says Warkentine. 

"We emphasize that there 
are families who are in need 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake," he 
says, "and although it's a 
slow process, we can see 
that the boys are coming to 
understand that." 

The group meets at the 
church every other 
Wednesday, from 7 to 8:30 
p.m. A core group of five 
volunteers, plus some dads 
who help out, lead the boys 
through crafts, at least 25 
minutes of physical activity 
with indoor sports such as 
dodge ball or floor hockey, 
and a 10-minute story time 
at the end of the meeting, 
which has a religious com¬ 
ponent. 

"We're not trying to 
indoctrinate the kids, that's 
not the reason for the club," 
says Warkentine. 

"They're having fun and 
learning a little bit about 
what being a Christian 
means." 

The crafts, such as build¬ 
ing model airplanes, are 
kept simple, he says. 

"We find the kids aren't 
doing those kinds of things 
at home very much any 
more—they're more likely 
to spend time on comput¬ 
ers. We find they really enj oy 


the crafts, because it's an 
activity they wouldn't do 
otherwise and it's new to 
them. They're learning new 
skills, at a very elementary 
level, but they're having a 
blast while they're learning. 
They are also learning how 
to interact with adults in a 
respectful way." 

They hold a fundraising 
movie night occasionally, 
and when there's enough 
snow, they have a toboggan¬ 
ing event. 

Special games nights 
provide an opportunity for 
fathers and grandfathers to 
participate. 

To wrap up the season, 
the boys have an annual 
cub-car rally, with small 
cars they've made them¬ 
selves out of blocks of wood 
(the younger boys receive 
assistance from volunteers), 
and an opportunity to race 
them on a wooden ramp. 

There are several prizes 
and trophies—for the best 
style of car, the fastest, etc., 
says Warkentine, and the 
boys really look forward to 
the event.

Nobody knows me as a 
person who would say, 'hey, 
look at me, look at what I’ve 
done,’ that’s not in my na¬ 
ture. But it is in my nature to 
assemble a group of people 
and get a Job done. I have a 
strong work ethic, and I’m up 
for this challenge, but it’s not 
for any other reason than to 
do good." 

Wiens says he still has lots 


left in him to give, and now is 
the time to give it. He is excit¬ 
ed about the PC White Paper 
and a platform that will help 
small business, a platform he 
can get behind and support 

RainerHummel,president 
of the provincial Progressive 
Conservative Niagara Falls 
riding, says the riding is for¬ 
tunate to have three strong 
candidates hoping to rep¬ 
resent the riding in the next 
provincial election.

He sees how provincial leg¬ 
islation affects the municipal 
and regional government— 
that would be obvious to 
Barbara Greenwood as well,” 
said Hummel. 

An election could be 
called by the new premier 
immediately after he’s cho¬ 
sen on Jan. 25, or parliament
